It is claim- 
ed that Chamberlain went up 
stairs’ and secured a revolver to 
protect himself and his niece from 
assult!’ Chamberlain alleges that 
when he came down stairs Par- 
deni again started to attack him 
and he shot him dead. 

Chamberlain was brought to 
Ukiah and was lodged in jail pend- 
ing the trial. Attorney T. D. John- 
ston of Martinez has been secur- 
ed to defend him against the mur- 
der charge. 

Frior to coming to the Pardeni 
ranch, Chamberlain was a _ resi- 
dent of. Richmond for several 
years. He came. to the ranch, 
which is near Willits two months 
ago for his health.

THE MOTOR BUS| 
WOULD ANSWER 


(Continued From Page 1) 
Investment, while in these days 
it is most difficult to get astute 
businessmen to put a dolier into 
the street car business. 

“The motor bus increases the 
street capacity for vehicular traf- 
fic, and it provides greater safety 
for passengers. It is better sur- 
face medium for handling rush 
hour traffie, because equipment. 
can be concentrated more tapidly 
at times and places where traffic 
is heaviest. 

“The governor of New York and 
the state senate have sided with 
the city of New York in its fight 
for the right to own and operate 
its own city-wide motor bus sys- 
tem. The state assembly so far 
has succeeded in obstructing the 
plan. But New York, in’ ecncert 
with other cities in the statc, will 
renew iis fight for this fundamen- 
tal right to manage its own tran- 
sit’ business.” 

Commissioner Daggett of the 
New York transit commission says 
‘The motor bus in New York will 
give alt kinds of service—-cross- 
town, long haul and short haul. 
“Of course, the subways and the 
clevaied will be the backbene of 
New York's rapid transit system 
in transportating the crowds be- 
tween the resicential centers ard 
tie crowded business district. But 
aside from thi, form = of rapid 
transit service the motor bus is 
admirably designed to give fast 
express service in districts where 
surface congestion is not so great 

“It is a source of surprise to 
me that such cities as Oakland 
have lagged behind eastern cities 
in the use of the motor bus. It 
wonid seem to me that in such 
a city as Oakland, without any 
such traf‘ic problems as New York 
must contend with the, motor bus 
would answer the transportation 
question. 

“Service extentions can be made 
without the necessity of investing 
$100,000 a mile in laying tracks. 
The bus can give rapid trans:t 
service on the streets used by .trol- 
leys giving ‘local service; or the 
bus could give the local, frequent- 
stop service while the track could 
be reserved for fast train inter- 
borough express service between 
Oakland, Berkeley. and Richmond. 

“if New York finds in the mo- 
tor bus a solution of its surface 
transit problem it would seem that 
out there in Californ‘a*the same 
solution to your own transit prob- 
lems would be even simpler and 
more apparent.” — 

The decadent state of the sur- 

face street car business has been] 
recognized even by the old-line 
transportation companies of the 
city. They have rushed into the 
bus field with plans to finance 
motor coach operatimg companies 
pending the result of New York’s | 
fight to own and operate its own 
bus service. 
In the meantime they are trying 
either to sel] the surface car lines 
to the city or to get the fares 
raised. : 
In a recent report made by the 
department of 
tures to the board of estimates, 
this statement is made: 

“The engineering, traffic and fi- 
ancial studies made by this ¢ce- 
partment lead to the conclusion 
that: 

“1—The surface street railways 
cannot be reorganized so as to 
render adequate service. 

“2—The discontinuance of trol- 
ley car operation in New York) 
has become absolutely necessary. 
“3—The susbtitution of modern 
stable, safe and. sanitary motor 
buses, will give New York City 
the best that can be had in sur- 
face transportation, serve the con- 
venicnee and time of the public, 
increase the capacity of the streets 
relieve eongestion and bring rev- 
enue to the city treasury.”

FAT AND FEEDER CATTLE DEMAND 


BOOSTS THE LIVESTOCK INDUSTRY 


The large demand for both feeder and fat cattle, finds the Sears- 
Roebuck Agricultural Foundation in its cattle marketing investiga~ 
tions, has inspired a much greater confidence in the future of the 
industry. The first recovery of the beef cattle market came early in 
1925 with a steadily progressing trend of prices from February to 
August. The average prices paid to farmers, states the Foundation, in 
the first 10 months of the year ran 65 cents higher than the’ prices of 
last year and the highest since 1920. Chicago prices were also the 
highest for that period for the last five years. 


Liquidation of western cattle herds was much less nadicosble in 
1925 than in any year since 1919, shwing that the cattle industry is 
gradually getting back to a state of normalcy. The total number of 
cattle, slaughtered under federal inspection in 1925, was 5 per cent 
greater than in 1924. 


Cattle receipts at the four leading markets reached their high 


| point in Octoher, going over the 350,000 mark. The western ranches 


and other grass cattle producing sections ship to market at this time. 
The receipts were lightest in June, when the marketing of winter fat 
cattle had been almost-completed and just before the beginning of 
grass fed stock shipments. 

Baby beef, made from young cattle that have been pushed to ‘ seer 
able market weight of around 1,000 pounds at an early age, broug ht 
the highest prices. Public demand for smaller cuts of choice ee beet have 
made the half-ton baby beef popular on the market.
